The effect of the decision, of the 


supreme court of Nebraska In refus- 
ing to grant a rehearing in the suit 
Involving taxes of banks for the year 
1922 
is being discussed at the state 


house. Some contend it is useless 
for the legislature to pass S. P. 330, 
now on third reading in the senate, 
if Its only effect can be to validate 
the tax against national banks for 
last year and not validate taxes of 
state banks for the same year. 


If the contention of the banks holds 


good all banks will pay only upon 
their stock as intangible property, or 
at the rate of one-fourth the rate of 
taxation upon tangible property for 
the year 1922. If the banks of both 
kinds aer required to pay only one- 
fourth the rate they formerly paid the 
state- will receive $80,000 lesS from 
that source on the 1922 taxes and 
other taxing subdivisions of the state 
will receive $670,000 less than the full 
rate. By escaping three-fourths of 
the amount of fates levied upon them 
banks will pay $750.000 less than the 
full rate levy. 


In regard to future taxes some con- 


tend all bank stock must hereafter 
be assessed as intangible property, 
and the law makes a low rate of taxa- 
tion for that kind of property. Others 
say the court has not held this, but 
held that because national banks last 
year could not be taxed under the 
federal law more than other moneyed 
capital it created a discrimination.

ENCOURAGESJITY CLEANUP 


Bulletin 
of Health 
Department 


Urges Public to Observe 


Cleanup Week. 


The observation of annual cleanup 


week is favored by the city health de- 
partment, according to a bulletin is- 
sued by Dr. Chauncy Chapman, super- 
intendent of public health. 


The bulletin follows: 
"This is a time of year when every 


owne1' or tenant should clean their 
pretties and get rid of all the win- 
ter's accumulation of filth and rub- 
bish of every kind. As a matter of 
tact every day should be a clean-up 
day, but on account of snow, frozen 
ground and stormy weather there is 
sure to be accumulations of refute 
which require special efforts. 


"The removal of refuse eliminates 


the breeding places for files, rats, 
pathogenic germs and all kinds of in- 
sects. From a health viewpoint, the 
elimination of flies and insects is of 
the most importance. 
Next comes 


rats, from 
the standpoint of both 


health and economy. A thousand fold 
better results can be attained in limit- 
ing the number of flies by efficient 
work at a time just prior to the on- 
coming of the fly than can be done 
all the rest of the season. The belter 
method is to keep the garbage sepa- 
rated from the ashes, bottles, cans 
and refuse matter, this arrangement 
simplifies handling and lessens the ex- 
pense of removal. It is not deemed 
necessary to enumberate the dangers, 
annoyances and harm resulting from 
harboring flies, suffice to say they are 
a dangerous nuisance and should not 
be tolerated when it is possible to do 
away with their presence. 


"It is estimated that there are 57-- 


307 rats in Lincoln. It costs about one- 
half cent per days or $1.82 per year 
to keep each rat. Lincoln is paying 
some $104,298.74 
a year for rats. 


Money spent each year ridding Lin- 
coln of rats would pay enormous re- 
turns on the investment, from an eco- 
nomic standpoint alone, say nothing 
of possible health results. Removal of 
all filth and rubbish will help to rout 
the rat. 
"In addition to a thoro cleaning, 


whitewashing or painting adds to the 
sanitation, preservation and favorable 
appearance of the buildings. 
The proclamation issued by the 


mayor designating the second week in 
April as a special clean-up period 
| should receive every householder's at- 
! tention. The department of health is 


I in f ull accord with this movement and 
! will cooperate with all its force and 
jto the full extent of our aptnority i«* 
\ making this clean-up week a success."

H. R. 482 was also pushed ahead. 


It corrects a part of the statute that 
requires county clerks to furnish ab- 
sent voters with election ballots two 
weeks before the secretary of state 
is required to certify to county clerks 
the names of persons to go on the 
ballot The law was changed -so as 
to correspond with the requirements 
put upon the secretary of state.
